Qutlines Future Plans 


The selectmen Monday night re-

The communication concerned 
the maintenance and management 
of recreation and conservation 
lands in the town andoutlined plans 
which are to be effected, The 
Commission secretary wrote:

No Easy Solution 


The discussion at Monday’s selectmen’s meeting on 
downtown traffic control and off-street parking served to 
bring out just how complex the problems are, 

At one point, it seemed about comparable to that time- 
honored dilemma: What came first, the egg or the chicken? 

Spokesmen for the Chamber of Commerce suggested pos- 
sible downtown sites for off-street parking. They stressed 
that convenient parking attracts shoppers downtown and 
boosts retail trading. As the area becomes more attractive 
to shoppers, business expands, 

The selectmen were told that vacant space downtown is 
fast running out. Chamber men said that the town should 
act speedily to acquire off-street parking sites before all 
of the land is put to other use. 

One of the conferees wanted to know how business 
could expand if the available building sites are given over 
to parking areas. This was not an easy question to 
answer, Yet, somehow, the problem must be worked out. ° 

In connection with easing the traffic flow downtown, the 
Chamber committee had plans for making the business dis- 
trict one-way north. Traffic going south would be directed 
over Central and School Streets and back onto Main Street. 

Again, one of the selectmen suggested that if the plan 
alleviated conditions in the square, new problems would 
probably be created elsewhere along the route of the 
southbound traffic. 

One of the objectives of Monday’s conference was to 
speed up action so that funds might be sought at the 
October town meeting. Once more, one: of the selectmen 
inquired if the winter season would be feasible:for install- 
ing new traffic patterns. The view was that snow storms 
would hide street lines and strangers could become con- 
fused, 

The thought was that even if money was appropriated 
at the October town meeting, the work would not be com- 
pleted until late in the year when winter might be here. 

Everyone was agreed that the traffic and parking pro- 
blems in downtown Andover must be solved. But just how 
to do it creates another problem.

To Buy Uranium 


The Atomic Energy Commission 
and the Yankee Atomic Electric 
Company of Boston have signed 
an agreement that will permit 
the private firm to assume owner- 
ship of enriched uranium now held 
on lease from the ABC, 

S. R. Sapirie, Manager of the 
ABC’s Oakridge Operation, said 
that in the initial transaction un- 
der the contract, Yankee Atomic 
Electric will acquire $3, 006, 000 
worth of uranium that the firm will 
have fabricated into fuel elements 
for use in its nuclear power sta- 
tion at Rowe, Mass. 

The exchange called for the com- 
pany to pay the AEC $1,533,480 
and to furnish about 138,131 Ibs, 
of uranium seed miaterial. Ad- 
ditional transactions are expected 
under the contract which extends 
through June 30, 1973, 

Monetary costs ana the quanti- 
ties of uranium seed material re- 
quired for the transactions are de- 
termined from the Standard Table 
of Enriching Services published by 
the AEC, 


This means of converting leased 
enriched uranium into private 
ownership is one of the uranium 
supply policies established by the 
Commission to implement the 1964 
Private Ownership of Special Nu- 
clear Materials Act, 

To date, the AEC has signed four 
such agreements, under which a 
total of more than$39 million work 
of enriched uranium will become 
brivately owned. In payment the 
AEC will receive $12,655,223 and 
2,281,601 lbs. of uranium seed 
material, 

The three earlier contracts are 
with the Commonwealth Edison 
Company of Chicago, United Nu- 
Clear, Corporation of Elmsford, 
New York, and General Electric 
Company of New York City.

The son of Charles M. Bernardin
